That, at least, is the contention of Common Cause. 
As if Watergate were not already enough of a disaster, 
now this self- proclaimed “citizens lobby” insists on 
blaming you and me for it. 
A recent letter soliciting other Americans to join 
Common Cause’s quarter million members was mailed 
with this message plastered across the envelope: “The 
identity of one person responsible for Watergate has 
remained disclosed — until now. This name is revealed 
in the enclosed letter.” Predictably, the mystery is 
solved when the receiver finds his or her name inside. 
We reject this simplistic conclusion. We also resent 
this kind of Madison Avenue gimmickry. 
Lest Common Cause further incense the recipient 
and risk losing that $15 in annual dues, chairman John 
Gardner’s letter hastens to add that “Yes, it’s you ... 
But don’t be shocked.” After thus asking us not to be 
shocked at being blamed for the biggest political 
scandal in American history, Gardner explains that 
“because we, the people of this country, have tolerated 
corruption and let it grow to the point where it 
threatens our very existence as a democracy — we are 
all to blame for the consequences.” 
Wrong again. We are not all to blame for the 
consequences. It is no secret that too many citizens do 
take our form of government for granted and, in 
effect, forfeit their right to good government by not 
participating in its democratic processes. However, 
millions of other Americans are good citizens in every 
sense of the word. 
When the processes of government run amuck, as 
they did at Watergate, we believe it is more usful to 
critically examine what went wrong — and take action 
to prevent a recurrence — than to don sackcloth and 
ashes and go into mourning, as Common Cause would 
have us do. 
Pulitizer Prize- winning journalist David Broder 
came close to the mark when he wrote, in a recent 
column, that what stands out among all the “crises” of 
1973 is “the uncommon common sense of the 
American people. From beginning to end, their instinct 
was right ... Their leaders may have failed them in 
1973, but they have not failed themselves. 
Three cheers for Broder’s “common sense.” One

WASHINGTON- Although 
each

The doors have been shut 
tight on the House Judiciary 
C o m m i t t e e ’s 
investigation.

JEFFERSON CITY - It 
was a cautious Christopher S. 
Bond who presented his annual 
budget 
message 
to 
a joint 
session of the Missouri General 
Assembly last week. 
The 
governor 
told

deficits in the general revenue 
fund for both this year and 
next 
are 
threatening

surplus that existed at the end 
of the 1973 fiscal year, and 
warned against the creation of 
any new programs that would 
further deplete that cushion. 
“ If we are judicious in the 
allocation of our resources, if 
the economy does not turn 
down severely, and if we do 
not enact any new spending 
programs from general revenue, 
we can continue to meet our 
m ost 
essential 
obligations 
w ith in 
our 
existing 
tax 
structure,” Bond said. 
The governor recommended 
a 
t o t a l 
b u d g e t 
o f 
$2,142,138,307 for the fiscal 
year that begins July 1, an 
increase of 2.9 per cent over 
the

budget 
of 
$2,080,896,831. 
His 
p ro p o se d 
budget 
includes 
$1,010,997,721

a p p r o p ria tio n s 
from 
the 
general revenue fund with the 
remainder -- $1,061,729,089 -- 
to come from federal funds 
and restricted tax sources such 
as the state highway fund. 
He estimated that general 
revenue income for the coming

A report on passenger- car fuel economy, the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) concludes 
that of ail things affecting gas consumption, “vehicle 
weight is the single most important factor. 
It is not just a case of big cars versus small cars. 
Any kind of extra weight exacts a penalty on any car. 
For example, the approximately 100 pounds added for 
an air conditioner, even when it is not in use, can mean 
a 1 to 2 per cent loss in fuel economy, says the EPA. 
This, of course, is no argument against car pooling, 
even though a sedan loaded with four or five 180- 
pound commuters would get significantly less mileage 
than it would if it carried the driver alone. This penalty 
is vastly offset by the gas savings of the cars left at 
home in the garage. 
But it could be bad news for ride- thumbers. 
Motorists, aware of the EPA figures, may think twice 
before picking up any unnecessary added weight.

answered that at the present 
we get from seven to eight 
per cent of our supply from 
Middle Wast countries, and 
the 
figure 
is 
increasing 
rapidly. 
‘‘However, we fare much 
better 
than some European 
countries 
which 
have 
an 
almost total dependency,” he 
remarked. 
In discussing the possible 
flood damage expected to 
occur again this year along 
th e 
M ississippi 
River, 
Eagleton, said that in the 
event of severe flooding local 
offices 
of Farmers 
Home 
Administration 
and 
Small 
Business Association will be 
set 
up 
adjacent 
to 
the 
damaged 
areas 
to provide 
assistance to flood victims. 
He also said that farmers 
who suffered disaster losses 
during the period 
between 
Dec. 26, 1972, and April 20, 
1973, and who have obtained 
five per cent loans from the 
FHA can now convert their 
loans to an interest rate of 
one per cent and be excused 
from 
repaying 
the 
first 
$5,000 of the loan. 


These are the same rates 
offered to home owners and 
small 
businessmen 
at 
the 
time FHA only offered five 
per cent loans to farmers 
who could show they were 
unable 
to 
obtain 
credit 
elsewhere. 
In response to a question 
about 
the Watergate case, 
Sen. Eagleton said he thinks 
we 
won’t 
see the m atter 
ended in the near future. He 
believes Watergate will be 
around for years due to trials, 
a p p e a l s

o t h e r 
proceedings. 
He also said he finds the 
number of people who are in

Other 
potential 
candidates 
could be Sens. 
Edmund Muskie of Maine 
and Walter F. Mondale of 
Mi nnesot a 
and 
possibly 
E d w a r d 
K e n n e d y 
of 
Massachusetts. 
However, 
Eagleton said he isn’t sure 
Kennedy would consent to 
run.
